Asin the Cafe of Conqueft, Scotland can 
“never be afraid of being fubjected by Arms 
from England ; if it were only on this Ac- 
‘count, thatche governing by Armies is fo 
jnconfiftent in its Nature, with the Free- 
dom and Conftitution of England, that a 
Nation fo built, fo eftablith’d as England is, 
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would run the Rifque of the Medium for 
the Advantage of the Conquefts. 

Free Nations never covet Conquefts, en- 
larging of Dominions is none of their Pro- 
{petts, their Advantages are all in Peace, 
Commerce, Plenty and Liberty--— They 
feek no Happinefs, like fecuring what they 
poffels, enj.ying their Eftates under the 
Proteétion of the Laws, and under juft Go- 
vernments; "tis enough forthem to receive 
their Poffeftions from their Anceftors, enjoy 
them with Safety, and convey them with 
Certainty to their Poffeffors, 

Nor let the Scots blame their Country- 
men in England for coveting an Union 3 tis 
natural to Men in Happinefs to wifh their 
Friends fhould partake with them ; he that 
isfure of going to Heaven, wifhes all Men 
to go there with him 5 the Scors Gentlemen 
that live in England under an eafie, free and 
equal Government, under a Conftitution 
adapted to encourage all Manner of Vertue, 
and promote univerfal Induftry; who can 
blame them for wifhing all their Country- 
men Sharers with them of the fame Ad- 
vantages, and fettled with them upon the 
fanie Foundations, and certainly never were 
People, fince //raelquitted their Liberty for 
Bondage and Kingthip, fo fond of a con- 
traéted, fupprefs’d Condition, as fome 
Gentlemen in Scotland are of that Conftitu- 
tion} which they at the fame time acknow- 
ledge inconvenient, ill-founded, and un- 
quallified to make a Nation rich or happy. 

I confefs, ’tisa hard Task to perfwade 
fuch Men to embrace any Conditions when 
offer’d, and it muft not be wonder’d at, if 
they are obftinate Rejeétors of their own, 
and their Country’s Good 3 fince they nei- 
ther regard the firft, nor defire the laft. 

If therefore the Union finds Oppofers, 
let the Arguments for it be never fo ftrong, 
or the Advantages never fo plain, “tis no 
wonder ; for this is an Age, when all Peo- 
ple are not to be perfwaded by their 
own Advantages, nor.advifed.to their own
